General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  District. 


Nursing 

A  domiciliary  nursing  and  midwifery  service  is  available 
throughout  the  district,  as  part  of  the  County  Council's  scheme 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

District  Nurse/Midwives  are  stationed  at  Norton,  Sherburn, 
Scagglethorpe ,  Wetwang  and  Leavening. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  samples  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratories  situated  at  Northallerton  and  Hull. 

Routine  samples  of  water  are  sent  to  the  Laboratory  at 
Northallerton  for  examination. 


Ambulance  Service 

Ambulances  based  at  Scarborough,  Filey  and  Malt on  are 
available. 
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Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics 


Child  IJelfare  Clinics  are  held  each  month  at  Sherburn  and 
Rillington. 

An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  is  held  monthly  at  Norton. 

Clinics  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  are  held 
each  week  at  York  and  Scarborough. 


Hospitals 

General  medical  and  surgical  cases  are  admitted  to  hospitals 
at  Malton,  Driffield,  Scarborough  and  York. 

Maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Westow  Croft  Maternity 
Home,  V/estow. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

An  elderly  spinster  occupied  one  of  a  row  of  dilapidated 
condemned  cottages.  She  had  lived  in  chis  cottage  for  many 
years,  and  flatly  refused  to  budge.  In  view  of  her  condition, 
and  the  condition  of  the  cottage,  it  was  necessary  to  take 
action  and  remove  her  to  Part  III  accommodation.  Her  mental 
and  physical  condition  improved  considerably,  and  she  has  now 
decided  to  remain  voluntarily  in  an  Old  Peopled  Home.

SEWERiiGS 


No  new  sewerage  systems  were  completed  during  the  year,  but 
it  is  expected  that  the  new  works  to  serve  Settrington  and 
Scagglethorpe  will  be  in  operation  early  in  1964.  This  will 
bring  the  total  number  of  houses  in  the  villages  where  a  main 
sewer  is  available,  to  approximately  1,035,  out  of  a  total  of 
2,400  dwellings  in  the  District. 

Progress  on  other  schemes  in  course  of  preparation  is  as 
follows 

Ganton  -  it  is  expected  to  start  xrork  on  a  new 

sewerage  system  and  sewage  disposal  works 

in  1964. 

Scampston  -  Plans  are  being  prepared  for  a  scheme  to 
pump  sewage  to  enlarged  sexrage  disposal 
works  at  Rillington. 

Nest  Heslerton  -  Survey  work  has  been  carried  out 
for  a  nex7  sewerage  scheme  with  sewage 
to  be  pumped  to  enlarged  works  at  East 
Heslerton 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


No  figures  are  available  of  the  weight  of  refuse  collected. 
There  seems  to  be  general  satisfaction  with  the  fortnightly  service 
with  very  fev:  complaints  about  the  kerbside  method  of  collection. 

Your  refuse  tips  are  difficult  to  control,  with  limited 
amounts  of  soil  cover  and  only  occasional  hiring  of  mechanical  plant, 
but  the  overall  picture,  except  at  Leavening,  is  satisfactory.
